Frankfort, Feb. 7.— In anticipation 
of the arrival from Covington of the 
body of Governor Qoobel, Adjutant 
General Collier iRsued orders withdraw- 
ing all troops from the city and bring- 
ing tbem with the main body at the 
capltol ground!. Theie orders will re- 
main effective till after Governor Ooe- 
bel's remains have been placed In the 
vault of the Frankfort ceniilery Thurs- 
day afternoon. This was done to avulri 
any poslble irritation of Governor 
Obebers friends and partisans during 
the time the body lies in state at the 
Capital hotel and tbe burial and to 
^llay, at far aa poaaible, the feeling 
caused bjr the presence of the state 
troops. Eren the provost guard was 
withdrawn from the vicinity of the 
Capital hotel. The commissary ser- 
geants will not be allowed to leave 
Oie^cfapltal grounds to procure neces- 
^sary supplies for tnelr men and aM 
drills have becu suspended until Frl- 

It is stated on excellent auth9rity 
that Governor Taylor has decided not 

to sign the Louisville agreement in 
its present shape. He desUes several 
changes in it, and particularly a defl- 
Dite element regarding the repeal of 
the Ctoebel law. He Is anxious that a 
conference be held in Louisville on 
Friday night at which these chcngej 
will 6a discussed and m^de. 

The train bearing the remains of 
Governor Goebel arrived here from 
Covington at 2:03. The day was ex- 
ceedingly disagreeable, a line, driasllBg 
rain falling. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock the crowds 
began to gather around the hotel, and 
when linally the casket was carried 
slowly up the steps of .the north en- 
trance to the notel and thence into tbe 
ladles' large reception room, where 
they -are to lie in state until Thursday 
noon, probably 1,000 people were 
standing around the entrance and in 
the streets surrounding tbe hotel. Ev- 
ery head was bared as the remains of 
the dead Democratic leader were car- 
ried into the -hotel. In the ladles' re- 
ception room were stretched two lines 
of women, wives of legislators, society 
ladles of Frankfort and country wo- 
men, who watched with tear-stalncJ 
faces tbe i>all bearera as with uncover- 
ed heads, they mounted the steps and 
carried the casket into the pnrlor. 
Many of them were crying audibly 
as the casket, heaped with flowers, 
was gently laid on the bier in the cen- 
ter of the long room, while not a few 
men looked with reddened eyelids at 
the ('losluK scene of the tragedy. 

The lid of the casket was then un- 
screwed and the face of the dead gov- 
ernor exposed to view, while around 
the bier were placed great heaps of 
flowers of all kinds, while magnificent 
floral pieces, the last tributes to the 
memory of Governor Qo«bel, were 
placed along the walls Of the room. 
Thoufiands viewed the remains.

Washington, Feb. 7.~A member of 
the MreffB ' rttlstloBS cooMBltAee of 

the senate is authority for the Ftate 
ment that views with reference to the 
cession of the DanlRh West Indies 
have been officially ezchaitged between 
the United States and Denmark. Ne 
gotlations are also In progress with 
Ecuador for the cession of Chatham 
island, of the Galapagos group, to this 
Hovernipent. By the acquisition of 
these islands and the possession ol 

Porto Rico and the Hawaiian islands, 
the United States will practically con 
trol the approaches to tha proposed 
Nicaragua canal. 

In regard to the cabled report that 
the United States and Great Britain 
are trying to obtain the consent of 
Germany and the other powers to the 
Nicaragua agreement,the foreign office 
at Berlin says that as Germanywas not 
a party to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
Germany has no political interests in 
these parts and no right to expect eith- 
er the United States or Great Britain 
to seek to obtain Germany's consent to 
Nioanguan agre^ent 

intervention Probable. 
■Washipgton, Feb. 7.— it is learned 
that under the terms of The Hague 
treaty, which baa Just been ratified by 
the senate, an effort will be made be' 
fore long to exert such offices as may 
properly be extended to the belliger 
ents to bring about a termination of 
the war in South Africa. It is begin 
nig to be appractated here that tbe 
sympathy for the Boers Is widespread 
and increai^ing, and that it may not 
be wise to defer too long the offer of 
friendly Interveptlon tp save life on 
both sides. On the Republican side 
the feeling la not so strong as it Is on 
the Democratic side, where almost ev- 
ery man is a Boer sympathizer. This 
situation undoubtedly arises from a 
desire on the part of the Republicans 
to avoid pressing a cour-e that will 
conflict wilAi Mr. McKinley's policy.

A motion to recommit the bill to 

the Judiciary committee was (kfeated. 
and the bill was passed by a vote of 
59 to *7. 

Mr. Ruell. of Cihimbiana county, has 
a bill prepared to exempt from tax- 
ation in Ohio the funds of the society 
of Friends, k. own as Quakers. The 
purpose of exempting the funds of 
this raligious society from taxes is that 
the Quaker.^ take care of the!r owi; 
poor and never allow them to become 
public charges. 

Another bill relieves James W. Ew- 
Ing, treasurer of Wayne township, Co- 
lumbiana county, from liability for tbe 
loss of $1,005 of township funds de- 
posited in the First National bank of 
New bisbon. which failed in 1898. 

Mr. Bell, of Pickaway, will intro- 
duce a bill to appropriate from the 
general revenues of the state |5,000 
in 1900 and $5,000 In 1901 for the im- 
provement of Buckeye lake park by 
dredging and aeepening the channels 
for boats. Mr. Bell also has a bill 
providing that cases in court relating 
to the administration or settlement of 
estates may be taken up out of their 
order to lie disposed of. 

The house committee on municipal 
affairs has decided to chloroform the 
Wells bill to rapeal a bond act for 
Shreve and the Pool bill to authorize 
Belie Ci iiti r.

Further reports of the fighting at 
the Upper Tugeln rlvor show that the 
British lost lieavily at Pout drift, but 
took an important position on a small 
kopje on tbe Molen drift side. Four 

Boers were killed. Tlie British loss is 
unknown. They are btill In possession 
of the kopje, and the big guns have 
ceased firing.

Qenerul Gntarre Is Bring Assailed by 

the Husy Itoers. 

London, Feb. 7.— From Cape Colony 
comes the announcement that Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts, the commander- 
in-chief of the British forces in South 
Africa, and his chief ot staff. .Major 
General Lord Kitchener, have left for 
the front. As this information waa 
held lip for several hours by the cen- 
sor, it seems to indicate that an im- 
portant moveuH'nt is on foot. 

A despatch from Sterkstroom an- 
nounces that the Boera are attacking 
General Gatacre from two direitioiis. 
Firing was proteeding between the 
outposts. A delayed Sterkstroom de- 
spatch, dated Monday, says that a body 
of troops left tbe camp Feb. 3, and that 
Important developments were expect- 
ed. It Is quite probable that this ex- 
plains Lord Roberts' departure, and 
that the commander-in-chief wishes 
to be present at or to supervise tho 
loiii;-expe(ted nioveinent by Gen«M*aI 
Gatacre to join forces with General 
Kelly-Kenny, and thence strongly re- 
inforce General French, completing the 
latter's work at Colesburg and estab- 
lisliing witlioiit tiai' of serious oppo- 
sition the advanced position for the 
main movement. 

It can be confidently paid that the 
depai-tiire of l.oril ({olierts and Lord 
Kit( lieniM' for !!:•• front does not indi- 
cate that tbe main advance has been 
begun. The commanden will proba- 
bly be bnek In Cape Town withia a 
short time. It will be a month, or 
perhaps much lonr r, lu'fore an ad- 
vance can be brought about In the 
meanwhile the preliminary steps are 
likely to enliven the campaign with 
sharp fighting, and news from Sterks- 
troom. Thebus aad Colesburg is aafar- 
ly awaited.

While I 
In tbe act of pleadinff guilty to the 
rhar^e they were pardoned by Mr. Tay- 
lor. Who knows but that these very 
men thus turned loose fired the very 
ahot tbftt killed Governor Goobel. 



TuE terrible tragedy at Frankfort has • 
given, if possible, additional interest to 
tbe visit of that nAiifi of armed and 
drunken mountaineers a few days before 
the assftssinfttion of Mr. Goebel. The 
Middlesborongh Record, poblisbed in the 
eec'tion ot the State where the gang hailed 
from, should be pretty well aciiuainted 
with tbe cbftracters of tbe men whe com- 
posed it. Here is what it says of them: 

"Of all the lying, ndiieHuiiHical liosti, is 
the BtateiiientH ul tiie atuircliist press 
that thi.s crowil ui armed men going to 
Frankfort are imbiieil with a love oliiib- 
«rty and justice hih! have at a great per- 
sonal hccrilice ami imou venieiice left 
their homes and ijiisiness to prevent what 
they term a great wrong. It is a well 
known fact that a large majority of these 
men went for the mere sake of the trip 
or a desire for adventure, and because 
tbey were furnished with tickets and as- 
enred of all expenses. If it was a i|iies- 
tion of them paying their own wav, and 
if they had not been worked upon by de- 
signing men, there would not t>a fifty of 
them in Frankfort to-day."

Mr old friend and oollene cliM-mate, Capt. K.

letter asking me to prepart a sketch o( the only 
duel that was ever f(iiii;lit on Adama County toil. 
To me it is a very intirestli!K subject, for that 
fight toolj jilace on llic farm wliere I was born 
and In the presence of a niinil>er of my lilood- 
kin. From my earliest childhood I have heard 
the afl'air discussed by all of the old people of 
our neighborhood, especially l>y my father and 
mother, while away back yonder when I was a 
wee small boy I often taw the two iirincipalft in 
the afl'air citing aod drinking and talking and 
eoJoylDg tbemcelvei In my grandfathers hospi- 
table borne. Before going any farther permit 
me to gratefully acknowledge the as-tlstancc I 
have received from Mr. Hixson at the city library 
Id looking up names and dates and details, and 
the klndnei* of my venerable friend Mr. John Q. 
Hickman in placing in my bandi a long aod 
vary interesting letter tent to the Cincinnati 
O immercial more than a score of years ago, by Col- 
Thomaa M. Orcen of Danville. Iverybody in 
this aeetlon knowi what a charalng and accom- 
plished writer Col. Oreen is. His formto resi- 
4»vm in NaysTllle and bis lonvedltorial oonuec- 
t^n with the lagla admlntUy filled blm to col- 
lect and preserve all data conneeied with the 
Marshall family, for ht ia a blood kiwman of tiie 
innstrioni hoose. 

The very spot where the encounter took place 
is hallowc!.] by some of the sweetest and saddest 
aasooiations of my childhood years, for wltliiu a 
stone's throw my brother Henry lost hia life by 
drowning in the river, while a few hundred 
yards across the field toward the hill is our 
fitniily cemetery where rest my beloved jmrcnts.

Young Tom Marnhall was from his cradle a 
born lighter and aristocrat and from the very be- 
ginning could not brook the thought that there 
WIS his eijnal in blood, brains and prowess tn all 
the country around. Hence it will be readily 
seen that Mason County was loo small for two 
such men as himwlf and young Mitchell, both of 
whom aspiring to be considered the "cock of the 
walk," iu any company in which they were 
thrown. 

Mliehcll was about twenty yean old. six loat 
b|f h, f»w boned. light bair and great bif.ifay 
eyeo-eyca that looked yon full In tbe laoa #1*1^* 
gafs that, told yon plainly that bare waa a wm 
who wfs bent on flgbang bis way tbrongl tbe 
W9rld . thougb kn enemy tbould b* towtd at every 
step. 

Marshall was abont a year younger than 
Mitchell, black haired and oyad, six fe«t in 
helgbib, very small hands and feet And a model 
of symmetry and manly beauty. Illichell ha<l 
long practiced with a pistol to be In readiness 
fgr such emergencies as were almost certain to 
arise, until he could at twenty paces hit a swing- 
iiiK Krnpc vine an inch in diameter two shots 
out of eV'-ry three. Marshall was au expert with 
the rifle. 

They bad eyed each other askance for some 
time, but neither cared to give the other tbe 
choice of weapons. The ill feeling originated in 
the sssumption, as Mitchell fancied, of social 
superiority on tbe part of Marshall, which he 
very bitterly icsanted. At length, on account of 
some remark attributed to Marshall tn leferenc .■ 
to the commission lu the army given to Isaac 
Baker and Charles Mitchell the former chal- 
lenged Marshall, sending the message by tbe 
hands of tba latter, wbleb waa promptly ac- 
cepted and a meeting arranged. Baker's fstber 
and old Tom Mar»hall, who bad been fellow 
soldiers and intimate friends during tbe War 
of tbe Revolution, soon put their beads together 
and resolved that their children should liot 
light, and so boon adjusted the whole trouble lu 
terms mutually honorable jnini siitisfiictory. 
Km this lerniinalion was n sore disappointment 
to .Mitchell, wlio cherished an ardeut <lesire to 
figure iu an all'air of the kind, determined to 
bulk the peace makers. It whs not long before 
he embriiced au opixirtunity of usiiiK lnoKUiige 
exceedingly offc-asive concerning tlie younger 
Marshall, which, being reported to the elder, 
disclosetl to his mind a determination to force 
his son into a duel or degrade l\im In imbllc es- 
timation. He at once took proper steps to brim; 
allairs to a focus. A clmllelige w as at onr,- ml

£veryone knew that Marsball was almost cer- 
tain to fail. After tlie ground was messured 
and all the details arranged Mitchell came canter- 
ing up on a little bobtail pony, tbe last man on 
the ground. Telling his second that he did not 
Intend to kill, but only to wound bis antogonht, 
he took tbe position aaalgned to htm as coolly at 
if sitting down to breakfast. The word was 
given, t>otb pistols were discharged, but Mitch- 
ell was the quickest and Marsball fell with a 
shattered thigh, struck ezaietly whe^e Mitchell 
tald be would send his ball. Marshall, finding 
that he could not stand, oAked to be placed in a 
chair and to be allowed amthor chance, but the 
seconds wotild not agree to this and tba afTalr 
ended.

Old Capt. Mar.<hall had arranged for a signal 
to be given by the party bringing his .son.

Tba MItebell family came from Cbarlas Connty. 
Maryland, and settled in Maaon County. Just 
after tba War of tba Rerolntion.

They lived on a 
flue farm of 900 acres some six miles ,balow]la|ra> 
vllle and directly across from Charleston bar. 
From this marriage came eight children, Ave of 
whom reached maturity. The eldest son, 
Ulchard. became ii distinguished oflicer of the 
navy aud st rvxl ttirougliout the war of IblJ with 
credit, fiildrtuntttely lie killed a brother officer 
in a desperate duel, wtilcb led to bis resignation 
from the service «n« OOOt a «0«pglMmi»W M 
later years. ■ ' 

Chat. Mitchell was bo|a Hi UN. Vrom bis 
earliest childhood he gave indications of the 
traits which afterwards developed inU) market 
cimmelerislies. He could brook no restraint 
and rebeileil at ail authority , detlaut, proud, 
revengeful he struck at once at any and everyone 
who Impeded the path he had worked out lor 
himself or whom he fancied assumed any 
superiority over iiiui. Kur some imaginary slight 
he bad received at liome at the agent thirteen 
yean, be swam to a passing tlatlxiat and worked 
bis way to Natchez, where lived an uncle with 
whom he stayed three years. Ittcomlug dissatis- 
fied there he came liack to Kentucky, but too 
proud to go back to the home from whence he 
bad lied he sought and obtained the positiou of 
deputy In the oflice of the Clerk of bourbon 
County. Next we hear of him as working for a 
OUrcbant in Maysvllle, where b« stayed till tbe
